chaunges,confpzmations,and leaſes, without whiche ligne, the lame 
are vtterly vopde by foꝛte of the (aid Statute, to the great daunger,

their confederacie, excitation, ⁊ abettement, nowe ol late were made, 
to the intent to adnulle, deſtroye, and ſubuerte the chꝛiſten fayth , and

able to pay the ſayd fee fermes, and alſo to beare the other oꝛdynaxpe 
charges within the ſame cities, boꝛoughes, and towncs co2porate, 
and to furnyſhe the kynge and Queenes mateſties, with numbers of 
a perſons, lyke as they heretofoze haue done in times paſt, in times 
ok warre.

And fozalſmuche, as after this retonlſiliacion, and vnitie of this no⸗ 
ble realme, to the bodye ol Chꝛiſtes churche. it is to be truſted, that by 
the aboundaunce of Goddes mercy, and grace, deuotion (hal encreale 
and growe in the hartes of many Subiectes of this realme, with de⸗ 
ſyʒe to gyue and beſtowe theyꝛ woꝛldlye poſſeſſtons, foꝛ the reſuſcita- 
tynge ofalmes,pzayer, and example of good lyfe in this realme, to 
tyintent luche godlye motions and purpoſes (houlde be aduaunced, 
Be it therckoze enacted by the aucthoꝛitie of this preſent parliament. 
that it halbe lawkull toſuche as halbe ſetſed of any manours, landes,
